Mart in Race Horse Alley. 


NEW MEASURE IS NOT RETROACTIVE; 
FIX PENALTIES FOR ALL VIOLATIONS 


Four other ordinances besides the 
m arkethouse measure were passed 
by council at its adjourned meeting, 
Monday evening. 
One of the new measures pro­ 
hibits the m aintenance of outside 
toilets after May I, 1936, unless the 
toilet is connected with the 
bor­ 
ough’s sanitary sewer system. 
Another ordinance prohibits the 
keeping of hogs within the borough 
after January 31. 1936. 
A third measure requires th a t all 
dead animals, slaughter house offal, 
hides, hair, bones and scurf tran s­ 
ported through G ettysburg be cov­ 
ered. 
The fourth ordinance requires the 
cutting of noxious weeds twice a 
m onth during the m onths of May, 
June, July, August and September. 
In discussion of the ordinance 
providing for the elim ination of o u t­ 
side toilets, councilmen wanted to 
know how much it would cost to 
supply sewer connections to those 
sections of town which do not now 
liave such lines. 
K eep Hogs 24 H ours 
After studying a m ap of G ettys­ 
burg’s sanitary sewer system, coun­ 
cilmen estim ated th a t the cost of 
making sewer connections available

Gettysburg's new market house ordinance, not nearly so 
strict and drastic as had been forecast by councilmanic ex­ 
pressions at previous sessions, was unanimously adopted at 
an adjourned meeting of council, Monday evening. 
Council failed to outlaw the Farmers' market, estab­ 
lished as an independent enterprise by Adams county farm­ 
ers, in its new ordinance, although the borough fathers let it 
be known that the general principles of its regulatory ordi­ 
nance will apply to the Farmers' market as well as to the bor­ 
ough market in the American Legion building, Baltimore 
street. 
Although one section of the new ordinance prohibits the 
establishment of a market house within two blocks of the 
borough's market house and within two blocks of center 
square, it was pointed out that the new ordinance cannot be 
retroactive with respect to the Farmers’ market. This par­ 
ticular section of the measure applies only to market houses 
which might be established after passage of the new ordi­ 
nance. 
One Clause Stricken 
With but few minor changes, the 30-seetioned market 
ordinance was passed without a dissenting vote after each 
section was read and discussed separately. One section, No. 
15, prohibiting the purchase of produce at the market house 
by local storekeepers for resale the same day, was stricken 
out, because it has always been a practice here. Otherwise, 
the ordinance was passed with only a few minor changes. 
Besides establishing and regulating a borough market 
house, the ordinance provides for the regulation of peddling 
within the borough, establishes stall rentals and peddling 
fees and sets up penalties for violations.

GOOD MEN 
WE 
read and hear so m uch about great men, clever men, able men, 
and famous men. 
I like to read and hear about good men. 
Not 
good in the sense of nam by-pam by—but in the sense of really good. 
I once read of William T. Stead, the well-known English editor, 
referred to as "th a t good m an Stead," and I have never forgotten it. He 
was one of the men who stood bravely upon the sinking liner, the S. S. 
Lusitania, and without a whimper, went down with it rath er than seek 
safety at the expense of others. 
Good men are rarer than most people realize. 
They are hot found 
upon the highways 
They do not advertise their goodness. 
But, some­ 
how, they are looked up to, they are leaned upon, they are known, as de­ 
pendable. 
They are often neglected and overlooked upon occasions of 
state and high events—-but when adversities crowd, and friends of a day 
or a night scamper away, these good men are hunted out. 
As a rule, 
however, they are never far away from those in trouble and from those 
who need. 
In every community are these good men. 
They seek no honor, but 
often have it th ru st upon them , and always do they make good. 
The 
taint of graft and dishonor is not known to them. 
I am thinking m ore especially, however, of the good men, who 
work on and on, doing little unnoticed deeds of kindness and unselfish­ 
ness. with no thought of any notice from the world, only desiring to 
satisfy an Inward joy of service. 
These good men are usually imposed upon, but they would be the 
last to complain or to have it noticed by anyone outside of themselves. 
Their hearts are of the purest gold—but it isn t noticed from the outside. 
Good men are God s m en—and are looked upon by m any as old 
fashioned, but like Ben Adhem, "may their tribe increase!”

Business, Dr. Schacht Warns

(AP)—Dr. H jai mar Sci tach t, presi­ 
dent of the Reiclisbank, took sharp 
issue Sunday with ''unregulated in­ 
dividual acts’1 against Jews and 
other "3tate enemies.” 
Making the opening address of 
the amical East Prussian Fair, hi* 
warned inflamed Jew-baiters they 
aie causing the most serious dam­ 
age to Germany's business. 
Dr. Schacht also bluntly told his 
countrymen that Germany has ter­ 
rific economic problems to master. 
He served notice that the amount 
necessary for solving the unemploy­ 
ment problem ‘‘must In some fu­ 
ture time be funded out of the la­ 
bor and toe savings of our people. 
Flay* “Certain Contemporaries” 
In scathing tones the Reichsbank 
president and Minister of Econom­ 
ics flayed "certain contemporaries,’’ 
of whom, 
he said, “one 
likes to 
think in the 
terms of the short 
prayer: O Lord, preserve me from 
my friends!’” 
“They are the people who at 
night heroically besmear window- 
panes,” ho declared, “who placard 
every German who buys in a Jewish 
si lop as a traitor to his peonle; 
who declare all former Freemasons 
are scoundrels and who, in the Jus­ 
tified fight against ministers and 
priests dabbling of politics, are un­ 
able to make a distinction between 
religion and misuse of the pulpit. 
Applauds Aim But Not Means 
’The aim which these people 
have in mind is everywhere right 
and good. 
"For secret societies, even lf they 
are harmless, Utero Is no place iii 
the Third Reich. Pastors and chap­ 
lains should save their souls and 
not engage in politics. 
Jews must 
recognise that their influence with 
us is gone forever. 
We desire to 
keep our people and our culture 
clean ami clear, 
Just as the Jews 
since the days of the prophet Ezra 
at all times have demanded the 


same thing for their people. 
“But the 
solution of 
all these 
tasks must take place under tne 
leadership of the State. It cannot 
be left 
to unregulated individual 
acts which cause serious disquietude 
to business and therefore 
have 
again and again been forbidden by 
organs of the State and the party.”
